age of $10,000 in currency which disappeared 


of detectives. Zimmerman confessed taking 
the money. He is 20 years old. 

Handling close to $1,000,000 a day in the 
office of the express company turned the 
young man's head, and when he saw an 
opportunity to hold out @ smal) fortune, 
he admits, he secreted the $10,000 peckage 
and went on about his work. 

Zimmerman planned to keep the money 
hidden for six or seven years and then build 
himself a little home. He has a sweetheart 
and expected to get married in a few * 
The young clerk also intended to plaut 
portion of his fortune in a small farm = 
in city real estate, but he did not figure on 
using any of the money until the company 
“had time to forget its loss. 


$20,000 Theft Inspires Him. 

It is believed he got the idea that he could 
get away with the theft by an incident which 
he says occurred in the company's office 
during the last month or two. Zimmerman 
asserts that the company’s Chicago office 
some time ago received a package supposed 
to contain 620,000, but which contained an 
old newspaper instead, and has not yet 
found who stole the money. The company 
denied such an episode. 

So when he was left alone in the express 
company’s office at 108 West Monroe street 
last Monday night Zimmerman tore open the 
bundle, which he had concealed earlier in 
the evening, and filled his pockets with the 
hundreds of brand new $5 and $10 bills which 
the package contained, In one pocket he 
also placed the string and wrappings. 

Then, leaving the office a few minutes 
later—it was just midnight—he boarded a 
Madison street car and started for his resi- 
dence, 1384 West Monroe street. A few 
blocks from his home he took the package 
wrappings and rolling them inte a wad cast 
them into a vacarit lot.

There the money wae found during the 
day by the detectives after Zimmerman had 
led them to the hiding place. With the ex- 
ception of one $10 bill the money was all 
there. The number of this bill, which the 
clerk refuses to account for, is 12111600. The 
detectives had the number of every bill in the 
complete package, and they declare they 
would have traced the theft by means of this 
number it they had not apprehended Zim- 
merman in any other way. In the package 
of stolen money were 1,000 §6 bills, four bun- 
dies containing 100 $10 bills, and a bundle 
consisting of ninety-nine 310 bills. 


$10,000 Just Dropped from Sight. 

The package containing the $10,000 wag 
turned over to the Adams Express company 
at 8 p. m. last Monday by a messenger from 
the National Bank of the Republic, It was 
directed to the Second National bank of 
Monmouth, III. 

When the cashier of the bank at Mon- 
mouth did not receive the money the follow- 
ing morning, he notified B. McKnight, the 
Adams agent at Monmouth, who at once 
reported the matter to George F. Hutchin- 
son, assistant general agent, at the Chicago 
office, 68 Washington street. A search for 
the missing package resulted immediately in 
the discovery that it had been stolen. 

Detectives of the Pinkerton agéncy were 
placed on the case, but after six days of work 
were unable to trace it after it was delivered 
to the company’s office at 108 West Monroe 
street. Thereupon, it was agreed the money 
had not left the city. 

There are four clerks in the “‘outmoney”’ 
department of the express company, and all 
of them were shadowed by detectives. Three 
ot these men are employés of long standing 
veterans in the out money office. The 
fourth was 4 young man who had been in 
the employ of the express company only two 
years and in the outmoney' office only six 
weeks—Zinimerman. 


Confronted, Weakens; Confesses. 

By the process of elimination and deduc- 
tion, it was figured Zimmerman was guilty. 
Then by a dramatic visit to the young man’s 
residence, taking him with them before much 
pressure had been brought to bear upon him 
to confess, the detectives confronted him 
solidly and the man weakened. 

„'n tell all,” he said, his head bowed and 
a short stub of cigar in his mouth. The light 
had gone out and after lighting it Zimmer- 
man in an easy manner told the story of his 
theft in every detail. At the Harrison street 
police station, to which he was taken later, 
he repeated his confession. 

“ At 8 o'clock last Monday night.“ he said,

Former Judge Joseph R. Clark- 


| RECALLS FORMER MYSTERY. 


Lost Himself Strangely for Months 18 
Years Ago When in Omaha. 


Is former Judge Joseph R. Clarkson of Ke- 
nosha, Wis., widely known throughout the 
middle west as a lawyer, jurist, author, and 
lecturer, the possessor of a dual personality 
which eighteen years ago in Omaha pro- 
duced a widely published “ disappearance 
mystery,“ and which after a lapse of years 
has reasserted itself in a new mystery? The 
question cried for answer in the Wisconsin 
city yesterday when it became known that 
Mr. Clarkson had disappeared again. 

Mr. Clarkson has been missing from Ke- 
nosha since last Wednesday night. After 
hoping against hope that he would return 
his friends began an open search for him. 
He disappeared without leaving anything 
to indicate where he has gone or why. He 
left no messages 
trated by his disappearance, or to his asso- 
ciate in business, District Attorney R. V. 
Baker. 


Last Word to Partner. 

Mr. Clarkson tried a case in a Kenosha 
court on Wednesday afternoon and seemed 
to be in the best of health and spirits. His 
wife was out of the city, having gone to 
Minneapolis on an automobile trip several 
days before, and Judge Clarkson was stay- 
ing at the family residence. On Wednesday 
evening he left home and, meeting some 
friends, stated that he was going to a meet- 
ing of the Knights of Pythias. He did not 
go to the lodge meeting, but later in the even- 
ing appeared at his office, where he held a 
long conference with District Attorney 
Baker, 
business was concluded and the former judge 
picked up his hat and with a pleasant Good 
night, partner,“ started for his home. 

Mr. Clarkson is of a deeply. religious 
nature, and it is the opinion of his wife that 
he wandered away while in deep religious 
thought and that he is still wandering 


steeped in meditation. 


Omaha Disappearance Recalled. 


This disappearance of Mr. Clarkson re- 
calls his strange actions while a resident of 
Omaha in 1891 and furnishes a possible clew 
for a solution. At that time he had just re- 
signed al judge of the District court and 
was a member of the law firm of Congdon, 
Clarkson & Hunt. He had returned from a 
trip through the Black Hills and one night an- 
nounced to his associates that he wes going 
for a brief fishing trip to Honey Creek lake, 
in northern Iowa. That was the last seen of 
him by Omaha people for four months. 

He next was seen by Pop Crandall, the 
boathouse keeper at the lake, when he ar- 


rived at the camp carrying a bundle. One 


night he told Crandall he was going for a dip 
in the lake. He did not , and next morn- 
ing Crandall discovered a boat out in the lake 
and the clothes, money, and watch of the 
former judge on the water's edge. 


Case Was Great Mystery.

He left at 
once for Omaha. 


Clarkson’s Active Life. 

Mr. Clarkson has been living in Kenosha 
for the last two years and in that time has 
been prominent in many lines of work. He 
was graduated from Yale in the early 700 
with high honors and was noted as an ath- 
lete. After leaving college he came to Chi- 
cago, where he engaged in the practice of 


|} law. He went to Kenosha in 1879 and was 
} absociated with James Cavanagh. in the 


practice of law. A few years later he went 


to Omaha, Neb., where he was elected judge 


ef the District court. 

Later he became interested in Christian 
Science and was made one of the leading 
lecturers of the Christian Science church. 
He became involved in a celebrated contro- 
versy with Mary Baker G. Eddy. The pub- 
lished defense of Mr. Clarkson when he re- 
tired from the lecture board and the church 
attracted wide attention. 

He returnéd to the Episcopal church and 
was the lay reader at St. Matthew's church 
in Kenosha. He is president of the Kenosha 
Lincoln club and an ardent supporter of 
Senator La Follette in Wisconsin.

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AUTOS RUN LIVELY GANTLET 


Arrangements for Bail in Any Place 
the Trials May Be Held. 


After twenty-four hours of being stopped, 
arrested, and chased for speeding two parties

Project of William Whiting Bor- 
den of Chicago Success. 


STUDIES AND AIDS HOMELESS 


Before Finishing Course Sees Fine 
Plaut Established. 


New Haven. Conn., July 19.—[Special.J— 
Whilliam Whiting Borden of Chicago, who 
recently completed his course at Yale, leaves 
behind him in New Haven a well eetablished 
with a plant costing upward of §20,000. This, 
90 far as known, is the only inetance of an 
undergraduate of any college who ever es- 
tablished a project 1 the kind and * 
it himself. 

Borden's ett known as the Yale 
Hope mission, is situated on Court street, 
about a halt mile from the Yale campus. 
Two years ago Borden, then a sovhomore, 
decided to undertake the work. 

Two rooms were ‘opened at first, one in 
which nightly revival meetings were held 
and the other was usted to house friendless 
men. Soon the services were crowded with 
men whe. came at first to escape from the 
cold, but who 4nally became regular attend- 
ants. 

Ex-Convict Is Made Superintendent. 

Louis J. Bernhardt, a former convict and 
later a mission worker, was selected as su- 
perintendent. Tale friends of Mr. Borden 
aided in the nightly programa. 

Later an entire block in which the mission 
was to be located for two years was bought 
at a cost of upward of $20,000 and the prop- 
erty has become a headquarters for homeless 
men, During the cold weather of the last 
winter from fifty to a hundred homeless men 
applied at the mission each night for a bed. 
Each morning these men were fed. No 


charge — ever been made for either food 


or lod 
ae Employment Is Secured. 

Another branch of the work is the free em- 
ployment bureau that the mission maintains. 
Among those on the waiting list is a graduate 
of the Boston Institute of Technology, a one 
time well known civil engineer, who lost his 
position through drink and who has reformed. 

For the first year and a half Mr. Borden 
conducted the mission without financial aid. 
the expenses averaging over $2,000 a year.

PRICE OF ICE IS ADVANCED 
FOR THE LARGE CONSUMERS. 


Even with Moderate Weather, It Is 
Said, the Available Supply Is Likely 
to Be Exhausted. 


Nor wood 


Before the end of the summer Chicago may 
face an lee famine. Even with the most 
moderate summer weather the available sup- 
ply will be exhausted, and a long hot spell 
will leave the ice companies with the seri- 
ous problem of obtaining artificial ice to con- 
front. These are thé reasons given by Fred- 
erick Kraeckmann, second vice president of 
the Knickerbocker Ice company, for an ad- 
vance in the wholesale price of ice an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The new prices for ice delivered to busi- 
ness places range from 26 cents to 82% cen 
per 100 pounds. Ice at the cars is sold to ~ 
diers at 20 cents per 100 pounds, atid to milk- 
men and similar customers at 22% cents. 
The price to families remains at 40 cents per 
100 pounds. The effect probably will be to re- 
duce still further the number of small ice 
dealers. 

“The ice crop this year is short.“ said 
Mr. Kraeckmann. “ Practically no ice was 
cut in Indiana and Ohio last winter or south 
of Chicago. Within the last three weeks the 
icehouse of the Miller and Hoffman Ice com- 
pany at Twin Lakes. Wis., holding 25,000 
tons of ice, and the house of the Jefferson 
Ice company, Powers Lake, Wis.. holding 
60,000 tons, haye been destroyed by fire. With 
ordinary summer weather we may be able to 
squeeze through, but if the weather turns 
hot and we have a long summer there will be 
a grave shortage, for the artificial ice compa- 
nies will have all they can do to take care 
of their own trade. There is no surplus stock 
of natural ice anywhere. The eastern cities 

are worse off than Chicago.” “a 


PELLAGRA, ‘POOR MAN’S GOUT,’ 
FOUND IN DUNNING HOSPITAL. 


Surgeon of Federal Service Diagnoses 
Disease as Malady Common in Semi- : 


Tropical Countries. 


Dr. C. H. Lavender, a surgeon of the United | 
States marine corps, arrived in Chicago yes- 
terday to investigate cases of pellagra, a 
strange disesse which made its appearance 
at the Dunning hospital for the insane two | 
weeks ago. 

Bight cases of the disease have developed : 
at Dunning. The malady is common in Itriy 
and semi-tropical countries. Physiciano who 
have made a study of it aay it generally is 
not dangerous. It first mantfests itself in che 
skin and sometimes affects the brain. 

Prof. Biiase Colbert, who has made a study 
of the disease during his travels in Italy, de- |

For one reason or another the various 
senators apprpached declined to beard the 
president. They were afraid to place their 
heads under the pile driver he had used with 
such crushing force upon the twenty-two 
redoubtables of the house of fepresentatives 
whe called. upon him last Thursday. 


Will Contain Things Taft Wants. 

In view of the disintegration of opposition, 
it is safe to predict that the bill will contain 
substantially the things the president de- 
clares to be essential. It is too early to say 
definitely that free hides are absolutely cer- 
tain, though there is every reason to anti- 
cipate this result. . 

The president said again today he regarded 
free hides as most important and he felt 
called upon to insist that the conferees grant 
this concession. He also continues to demand 
free bituminous coal, Free iron ore and free 
crude oll are assured. 

The conferees have made such excellent 
progress in arranging the difference/bet ween 
the two houses that it seems ceftain they 
will be able to make a report to the house 
representatives on Thursday. President Taft 
is so certain of this that he has arranged 
a dinner for the conferees at the White house 
on Wednesday night. At the dinner the con- 
ferees will explain in detail the effect of the 
rates they have agreed upon. 


Satisfied Senate Will Pass It. 

It there be some which still fai) to meet 
with the president's approval these will be 
changed; bit indications are that the report 
as it will be shown to him will contain the 
concessions for which he has been fighting, 
and consequently will meet with his approval. 

The president has been satisfying himself 
that even if the report does include the free 
raw materials for which he is seeking, there 
wil) not be enough votes in the senate to pre- 
vent the passage of the bill. 

The fact must not be lost sight of that the 
senate will not take a vote on separate sched- 
ules but upon the adoption of the conference 
report as a whole. And such men as Elkins 
and Scott, of West Virginia; Dick of Ohio; 
Carter and Dickson, of Montana; and Warren 
and Clark, of Wyoming, are too deeply im- 
bued with the sense of party loyalty to refuse 
to approve what has been decided upon as the 
party policy. 

Cannon on Clothing Increase. 

„It's funny,” said Speaker Cannon today. 
“how much ignorance there is about the 
tariff. I bought this old gray suit three years 

ago—a homespun—from ea big Amporting 
house in Chicago. 

Now, with labor employed in thig country 
a full timé and higher wages than ever be-

“Traffic in itself.“ the report continues,

private initiative will come in only when 
there lu a reasonable chance of enough traffic’ 
to make it profitable. Oneof the great ques- 
tions, therefore, is that of how to secure for 
the inland rivere and canals a reasonable 
share of the country’s traffic.” 

In the body of the report Commissioner 
Smith points out the predominance of bulk 
traffic by water and the reasons therefor. 
Then he outlines the practical results to be 
obtained from a thorough system of water- 
ways. The entire transportation system of 
the country is divided into three great 
classes: Rall; deep water, that is, coastwise 
and great lakes; rivers and canals. 


Rail Traffic Increase Enormous. 


An enormous increase has been shown in 
the rail traffic. There also has been an 
increase in the coastwise traffic. On the 
other hand, the river and canal traffic shows 
a marked decrease. Discussing this situa- 
tion Commissioner Smith in his report says: 

“The river and canal system has deen 
losing steadily. The New. York canals and 


Up to 1856 the traffic on the New York canals 
was more than twice that of the railroads 
crossing New York state. It is now lete 
than 8 per cent of that total. The situation 
on the Mississippi is illustrated in the traffic 
history of St. Louis. River shipments there 
in 1890 were more than 600,000 tons; in 1906, 
89,000. Rail shipments, on the other hand, 
4 increased from 5,000,000 tons in 1890 to 17,- 
oe tons in 1906.”

Signal corps men hauled the aeroplane back 
to the shed, where a new supply of gasoline 
was put in the tank and the machine then 
was taken back to the starting point. 

The second flight began just after 7:30. On 
this trial Mr. Wright directed his course 
around a larger ellipse than on the previous 
flight. Upon landing the aeroplane struck 
several sharp rocks, but practically no dam- 
age was sustained, 

The weather conditions during the second 
flight were ideal. Almost a dead ‘calm pre- 
valled. Darkness prevented a longer flight. 
At times scarcely any of the body. of the 
aeroplane was visible to the spectators at 
the starting point. Tomorrow if conditions 
are favorable the machine will be given an- 
other trial.

When Prof. Henry Jones Ford of 
Princeton mauls the direct primary the 
public’ takes notice. The subject is one 
the average man is interested in. Hither 
he bas voted at a primary or said he 
wowld have done so if he had had time. 
When the professor falls upon sociology 
tooth and nail the average man yawns. 
He knows next to nothing about that 
particular “ology.” He may have a 
vague idea that it has something to do 
with slumming. He prefers a baseball 
game to a lecture on the subject, and will 
not buy and read the American Journal 
of Sociology, wherein the aspersions cast 
by Prof. Ford on that science are an- 
swered in kind. j 
}, Sociology has been defined as the sci- 
“ence of society,” comprehending the class- 


‘will not be among his divery ‘ification and analysis of social facts. 


Thus a sociologist may, as Hood puts it— 


After poking in pots and pans, . 
And routing germents in need of stitches, 
Have ascertained that the workingman 
Has a pair and a quarter of average breeches. 


It is also the function of sociology to 
explain society in terms of simpler phe- 
nomena. Manifestly this is a useful and 
much needed science. Why, then, should 
Prof. Ford say that as far as sgciology 
differs from established science “it is an 
asylum for their castaways”? 2 

Naturally any sociologist with red blood 
in. his liver would resent being called a 
“ castaway "'—a friendless, helpless, hope- 
less Kind of fellow. It is not strange 
that the sociologists. who are defending 
their insulted science pelt Prof. Ford with 
many adjectives. But in their defense 
they say “few sociologists of reputed 
standing indorse the revolutionary ideas,” 
such as trial marriage, divorce by mutual 
consent, and other wild theories, which 
Prof. Ford credits all sociologists with 
possessing. Those who have thought that 
sociology might be as dangerous as it 
‘was mystérious will be pleased to learn 
that there are only a few advanced think- 
ers among the sociological professors. 

It might not be a bad idea for the sane 
and safe sociologistse to give the names 
of those who promuigate revolutionary 
ideas and warn the public against them. 
They are anarchists masquerading as so- 
ciologists, Hand them over to Prof. Ford 
to be dealt with as he sees fit while the 
true sociologists continue their valuable 
labors in peace.

They state that 
the nation’s supply of coal will be ex- 
hausted in 2040 if the increase in con- 
sumption goes on at the rate noted in re- 
cent years. The end of petroleum will 
come in 1989. There will be no natural 
gas after twenty-five years. Iron will 
be gone in thirty years. Lead will dis- 
appear much sooner. The phosphates, of 
so much value to the farmer, will be 
wanting after about 1935. 

These statements, of course, are esti- 
mates. Their ezact value may be ques- 
tioned. Many thin may happen to 
prove their~ falsity. But they have 
worth in one respect. They call atten- 
tion to the need of more care in the use 
of resources which nature has provided 
with great generosity. The “life” of 
each of these great natural resources 
may be extended if prudence is exercised. 


It alarming estimates arouse the people 


to realize the importance of checking the 
waste they may serve a useful purpose, 

As a specific illustration of waste, the 
geologists declare that about half as 
much coal is lost forever by the mining 
processes used as reaches the market, 
They state that 1,000,000,000 cubic feet 
of natural gas is wasted every twenty- 
four hours. Such declarations are 
worthy of serious attention. The hope- 
ful sign is the increasing interest, already 
mentioned, in the conservation idea as, 
in many forms, it is being urged through- 
out the country. :

The great Huntingdonshire 
Lord Sandwich is known as H 
and the earl’s home is a grand old 
Elizabethan mansion, bullt by Sir Oliver 
Cromwell, uncle of the protector, on the site 
of a Benedictine convent, which had been 
granted by Henry VIII to Thomas Crom- 
well, his gentleman of the privy chamber.

Sir Oliver Cromwell entertained Queen 
Elizabeth and King James I. with such an 
amount of splendor and at such lavish cost 
that he was obliged to sell the place, which 
was thereupon purchased by Sir Sidney Mon- 
tagu, father of the firat Lord Sandwich, and 
a cadet of the family of which the duke of 
Manchester is now the chief. 

Sir Sidney Montagu’s son was a distin- 
guished naval and military commander, one 
of the most notable figures at the coronation 
of James II., who created him earl of Sand- 
wich, and he was blown into eternity with 
his flagship, the Royal James, in the great 
naval battle with the Dutch off Southold bay, 
in 1672. Part of the old Benedictine convent 
remains, incorporated in the mansion built 
by Sir Oliver Cromwell, and there are some 
grand old stained glass windows, adorned 
with the Cromwell arms, a number of old 
family portraits, and a magnificent library, 
in which, of course, the diaries of Samuel 
Pepys, a near kinsman and intimate friend 
of the first earl, have a conspicuous place. 

The present Lord Sandwich ie gn feeble 
health and formerly served in the army. Hig 
next heir is his brother, Victor Montagu, an 
admiral*of the navy and a Crimean veteran, 
whose wife, Lady Agneta, a sister of the late 
earl of Hardwicke, is a lady in waiting to 
the king’s sister, Princess Christian. They 
are the parents of George Montagu,

Both Lord Sandwich and Admiral Montagu 
are great favorites at court. Neither as 
much 80, however, as their brother, the late 
Col. Oliver Montagu. He was one of the 
most intimate friends of the king, and may 
be said to have fairly worshiped the ground 
trodden by Queen Alexandra, while she in 
turn entertained the warmest friendship 
for him, according him her fullest confidence 
and appreciating in its loftiest sense the 
chivalrous, high-minded nature of his devo- 
tion. 

There are few names that are held in more 
kindly and affectionate remembrance by 
King Edward, his son and daughters, and in 
particular by Queen Alexandra, than that of 
Oliver Montagu, who died about twelve or 
fourteen years ago, nowhere more deeply 
mourned than at Sandringham. It was this, 
indeed, that led Queen Alexandra to con- 
sent to act as godmother to the infant son 
of his nephew, George, the husband of Miss 
Alberta Sturgis. 

The christening took place in St. Faith's 
chapel, Westminster abbey. George Monta- 
gu was at one time engaged to be married to 
Mise Olive Custance, but the match was 
broken off and she became the wife of Lord 
Alfred Douglas, the owner and editor of the 
London literary weekly known as The 
Academy.“

His most catholic majesty, Don Alfonso of 
Spain, was prevented by tradition and pop- 
ular sentiment among his subjects from giv- 
ing his consent to the marriage of his cou- 
sin and namesake, Prince Alfonso, eldest son 


Princess Beatrice of Great Britain and of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. It is one of the tragedies 
of royalty, for not only has he always been 
fond of his cousin and former playmate, who 
is about his own age, but Princess Beatrice 
is the most intimate girlhood friend of her 
first cousin, the young queen of Spain. From 
the time when Princess Beatrice took up her 
residence in Germany, on the succ on of” 
her father, the sailor duke of Edinburgh, to 
the throne of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, she spent 
at least four months of each year in England, 
as the-gueet of her aunt, Princess Henry of 
Battenberg, and the latter’s daughter, Ena, 
now queen of Spain. 

Prince Anthony of Orleans, duke of Gal- 
era, husband of the Infanta Eulalie, from 
whom she je separated, is colossally rich, is 
fond of his two boys, is providing fer them 
during his lifetime, and will dif¥ide his 
fortune between them at his death. He in- 
herited not only most of the wealth of his 
avaricious old father, the late Duc de Mont- 
pensier, but also benefited largely under the 
will of the late Duchess Galliers, widow of 
the multimmkonaire Genoese railroad and 
dock contractor, whose title he now bears. 
| Princess Beatrice, too, is in affluent cir- 
cumstances. She is entitled to an annuity 
from the crown property of the duchies of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, as a daughter of 
the late duke, and she is destined to inherit in 
course of time a considerable share of the 
property of hep Russian mother, who was 
the only daughter of Emperor Alexander II. 
and his particular favorite. 

Princess Beatrice is a granddaughtér of 
the murdered czar, and also of the late
